“This tremendous results showed 
that die Egyptian people are 
standing firm behind you for 
peace, prosperity and demo- 
cracy." 

The peace treaty signed in 
Washington last month has 
already been ratified by the Israeli 
Knesset (parliament^ and the 
Egyptian People's Assembly. 
With the referendum completed, 
the instruments of rarificaion will 
be exchanged on Wednesday -at 
the U.S. monitoring station near 
the Giddi Pass in Sinai. 

On the domestic side. Mr. Sadat 
had asked his people's view on the 
dissolution of the parliament 
bringing elections forward by two 
years. He has frequently com- 
plained about the behaviour of the 
present parliament. 

The elections, expected next 
June, will be the first multi- 
party-elections since the 1952 
revolution which overthrew the 
monarchy. New parties will be 
allowed to form, with the excep- 
tion of communists, pre- 
revolution political parties and 


supporters of the late President 
Gamat Abdul Nasser who opposed 
Mr. Sadat soon after he took 
pou-er in 1970. 

The referendum contained 
other points' including the for- 
mation of consultative council 
which Mr. Sadat said would rep- 
resent the Egyptian family. Its 
powers remained unclear.

Israel, U.S. sign 
$500m agreement 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
April 20 (AP)— Israel and the 
United States concloded two years 
of trade talks Friday and signed an 
agreement lowering customs bar- 
riers on business worth about 
S500 million a year. 

Special ambassador Robert S. 
Strauss wrapped up the agreement 
during a Mideast mission for Pres- 
ident Carter to explore economic 
possibilities in the month-old 
peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel. He told reporters the mis- 
sion sought ways to bring 
economic stability to the two 
Mideast nations and showed 
“President Carter’s commitment 
to bring something more than 
military hardware or even dollars 
to this region." 

The Delegation of U.S. gov- 
ernment officials and businessmen 
spent two days each in Egypt and 
Israel “to get a first, intelligent 
impression on what we can do to 
ecourage private investment” in 
both economies Strauss said. 

Strauss said his mission con- 
centrated on U.S. trade oppor- 
tunities with each country raUier 
than on mediating economic rela- 
tions between the two former 
antagonists. “It is possible that it 
may be too early for that,’’ he said. 

The trade agreement, signed by 
Strauss and Commerce Minister 
Gideon Part, was negotiated in the 
framework of the multilateral 
trade negotiations (MTN) under 
discussion among 99 countries is 
Geneva. 

The agreement would reduce or 
eleminate tariffs on such Israeli 
products as diamonds, chemicals 
and electronics equipment sold to 
the United States and U.S. 
agricultural products and machin- 
ery sold to Israel. 


trade delegation to Egypt and 
Israel, and his warm message evi- 
dently pleased Begin, whose office 
issued a statement reporting that 
Sadat had told the senator that 
Begin was “a courageous man and 
the only one who could have led 
Israel to peace.” 

Begin reviewed plans for a 
meeting with Sadat and Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance in the Sinai - 
Desert town of AJ Arish on May 
28, at which Begin says open bor- 
ders would be declared and an 
Egyptian-lsraeli air corridor 
would be opened over Sinai. 

Defence Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man, meanwhile, said he hopes 
travel between Israel and Egypt 
would be limited at first to avoid 
negative feelings between the two 
peoples who fought four wars over 
three decades. 

Weizman, who is himself leav- 
ing on Sunday for three days of 
talks in Egypt on Israel’s Sinai 
withdrawal, said in an interview 
on army radio that organised tours 
of professional people should be 
the first to go. 

Meanwhile, an official spokes- 
man said Mr. Begin telephoned 
President Sadat today to con- 
gratulate him on his over- 
whelming victory in Egypt's 
referendum on the peace treaty 
with Israel. 

The spokesman said President 
Sadat replied warmly and said he 
was too overcome to describe the 
feelings of the Egyptian people. 

The two leaders agreed that 
after they meet at the main Sinai 
town of Ai Arish following its 
return to Egypt, they will visit the 
Naqab Desert town of Beersheba 
and jointly address the local uni- 
versity as well as call on the mayor. 

They will then fly in the Egy- 
ptian president’s aircraft over part 
of the Cairo-Tel Aviv route, ina- 
gurating the direct air link bet- 
ween the two countries, the 
spokesman said. 

He added that the exact date 
of the meeting was still undecided 
but it would probably be on May 
.27 or 28.

Chad reports 
Libyan invasion 

PARIS. April 20 (R) - Chad 
today accused Libya of invad- 
ing it and attacking Chad gar- 
risons 500 -kilometres inside its 
territory, well-informed 
French sources said in Paris. 
There was no im mediate official 
French confirmation of the 
invasion. 

The sources said the accusa- 
tion was made by Chad State 
Council President Gonkounl 
Oueddei. They said there 
appeared to be large-scale fight- 
ing in the areas mentioned by 
Radio Chad. .. 

Mr. Oueddei, was quoted as 
saying the invasion was being 
carried out by Libyan regular 
forces supported by heavy 
weaponry. 

According to the reports. 
Radio Ndjamena said there was 
also fighting in (be east of Chad 
near the Sudanese border. 

Mr. Oueddei and his 
Libyan-backed Froiinat lib- 
eration movement were until 
less than two months ago the 
main opponents of the 
N djamena government. 


Five more Shah 
officials executed 

TEHRAN, April 20 (R)--Five 
more officials of the Shah's 
regime, including a police general 
and a Savak secret police chief, 
were executed by firing squads 
here and in the provinces today, 
according to Iran's state radio. 

The latest executions after sec- 
ret revolutionary trials brought 
the toal in known executions since 
the February revolution to 147. 

The radio, the “voice of the 
Islamic Republic.” said Gen. 
Faziollah Jafari. former deputy 
chief of Iranian police, fell before 
a firing squad in Tehran during the 
hight. He was the 29th general 
shot since the revolution. 

The former head of Savak in 
Shiraz. Mohammad Taghi Javan, 
was also executed in the capital 
while a soldier was shot in Ker- 
manshah and two police officers 
were executed in Ardabil. 


The threats came as the 
Israeli-backed rightist militias 
under renegade army major Saad 
Haddad continued to seal off 
roads leading into their enclave 
from the rest of Lebanon. 

The independent Beirut daily 
newspaper An Nahar today pub- 
lished tb e text of a letter from 
Maj. Haddad to the U.N. forces in 
Lebanon, telling them to keep 
dear of the rightist enclave. He 
threatened renewed artillery 
attacks if the U.N. supported 
Lebanese regulars or Lebanese 
leftists in South Lebanon, An 
Nahar said. 

In his letter he was reported to 
have told the U.N. that Maj. 
Munir Mally, commander, of 
Lebanese forces in the South, 
would be executed without trial if 
taken by the rightwing militias. 

Western military sources 
reported meanwhile that the right- 
ist militias had refused to re-open 
the road leading south from the 
Lebanese port of Tyre to Naqoura 
to U.N. personnel. It was dosed 
four days ago. 

Some U.N. officers meanwhile 
have reacted to the rightist shel- 
ling of their positions with angry' 
demands in private for more pow- 
erful weapons to defend them- 
selves and for a tougher UNIF1L 
mandate. 

At the United Nations. 
Secretary -General Kurt Wal- 
dheim said today that disorder in 
southern Lebanon posed the 
threat of “a renewed and serious 
deterioration of the situation in 
the Middle East as a whole.” 

Dr. Waldheim said a plan for 
extending the Beirut gov- 
ernment’s control over southern 
Lebanon had been partly 
implemented but the U.N. 


peace-keeping force there was still 
far from fulfilling this objective. 

“I view with anxiety the present 
situation, in which UN1FIL is 
blocked in the full implementation 
of its mandate 3nd is. by force of 
circumstances, playing a role sub- 
stantially different from the role it 
had been set up to play.” Dr. Wal- 
dheim said in a report to the Sec- 
urity Council, called for under a 
council resolution last January 
renewing UNIFIL's mandate for 
another five months. 

Dr. Waldheim said UNiFIL 
would now concentrate on two 
objectives: “it will attempt to 
achieve further deployment and 
control in its area of operation, 
and, as a matter of urgency, the 
establishment of a security zone 
around its headquarters at 
Naqoura." 

The presence of Israeli military 
personnel on Lebanese territory 
controlled by the rightwing militia 
had become increasingly visible, 
the report said. Movements of 
Israeli jeeps, half-tracks, armo- 
ured personnel carriers and trucks 
had frequently been observed in 
the border area. 

Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat charged today that the 
L^nired States w-as behind the 
declaration of independent "Free 
Lebanon." 

’ The Palestine News Agency 
(WAFA) quoted Mr. Arafat as 
telling a Palestinian military 
graduation ceremony: " Haddad is 
but a pawn on a chess-board. The 
grand master is America." 

In Tel Aviv, Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman today defended 
Israel's support of rightwing 
militias in southern Lebanon, say- 
ing both had a common interest in 
defending themselves from the 


Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). 

Speaking in Israel Radio Mr. 
Weizman said the rightists and 
Israel "have a common interest in 
protecting themselves from the 
terrorists PLO and this is also 
helping Israel's security," he 
added. 


Syria to maintain 
military presence 
in Lebanon 

DAMASCUS, April 20 
(AP)— Syria said Friday it will 
maintain its military presence 
in Lebanon to cope with the 
breakaway declaration of inde- 
pendence by Israeli-backed 
right-wing militias in South 
Lebanon. 

The government-controlled, 
newspaper Tishrin described 
renegade major Saad Haddad's 
Wednesday declaration of 
“Free Lebanon" along the 
strip he controls on Israels 
northern border as a “plot and 
a crime." 

Tishrin said Haddad's move 
was part of a “plot” hatched by 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter. 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat and Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Menachem Begin to divide 
the .Arab world into small 
states. 

“So our troops will remain in 
Lebanon within the Arab 
Deterrant Force in order to foil 
this plot," the newspaper 
added.

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Medical symposium 
sets precedent

AMMAN, April 20— The three- 
day Jordan Medical Assembly, 
that opened Wednesday. April 1 8 
under the patronage of His 
Majesty King Hussein, marks the 
beginning of a new era for 
medicine in Jordan — one in which 
it is given the same recognition it 
enjoys in western nations. 

The symposium, originally 
planned by the Jordan Medical 
Association on the lines of last 
year's Medico-surgical Con- 
ference. actually turned out to 
surpass all expectations, in an 
interview with the Jordan Times. 
Dr. Mohammad Abu Dahab, a 
member of the planning com- 
mittee. outlined the major fea- 
tures of the symposium. 

Firstly, it covers almost all rhe 
medical specialities. Secondly, a 
large number of speakers from 
abroad participated in it. Thirdly. 
His Majesty King Hussein took a 
special interest in it. constantly 
keeping himself informed about 
its progress and offering his help. 

Twenty-six doctors from the 
United Kingdom, the United 
States. West Germany. Iraq. 
Kuwait. Lebanon, the West Bank 
of Jordan and Syria, presented 
papers and discussed studies and 
findings made in their respective 
countries. Doctors from the lour 
medical sectors in Jordan (private. 
Ministry of Health, military and 
University of Jordan) presented 
studies "made in Jordan". 

One of the most interesting doc- 
tors from abroad that participated 
in the symposium was Jordanian- 
horn Dr. Charles Abboud. The 
energetic, outgoing doctor spoke 
to the Jordan Times in his bubbl- 
ing. exuberant way. A graduate of 
Cairo University who later emi- 
grated to the United States. Dr. 
Abboud is now a consultant 
endocrinologist at the Mayo 
Clinic. Manchester. Minnesota. 

Of the two lectures he gave on 
endocrine subjects, the second 
one dealt with endorphi- 
ns— newly discovered hormones 
secreted by the pituitary, a duct- 
less gland present in the brain. 
These opiate-like substances are 
present in the brain of every per- 
son and play an important role in 
our behaviour and pain per- 
ception. Moreover, since 1975. 
endorphins have been shown bey- 
ond doubt to be the agent that 
initiates pain relief in 
acupuncture. Interestingly 
enough, this major discovery was- 
made ’ in the West, and not in 
China, where acupuncture origi- 
nated. Naloxon. a morphine 
antagonist, was found to inhibit all 
acupunctural effects when 
injected into the body before 
inserting the acupuncture needles. 

Dr. Abboud is now working on 
investigations into the role these 
endorphins play in endocrine dis- 
eases. The audience was so 
enthusiastic about his lecture that 
he was asked to repeat it for the 
benefit of those who were attend- 
ing the alternative lecture, some- 
thing virtually unheard of in med- 
ical symposiums. 

Dr. Abboud was extremely 
impressed by the symposium: "A 
lot of effort has gone into putting 
this symposium into effect. The 
talents that the Jordanian phy- 
sicians have presented make me 
v ery proud. An excellent aspect of 
the symposium was rhe com- 
bination of doctors From Jordan, 
neighbouring Arab countries. 
Europe and America. This gave us 
an opportunity to share our papers 
and leam from each other." 

. When asked his opinion about 


the brafn-dram in Jordan. Dr. 
Abboud denied its purported ill- 
effects: “We have (he talent and 
have had it for a very long time. 
We needed tools and organ- 
isation. Now that we are starting 
to build up adequate medical 
equipment and efficient organ- 
isation. we are going to be no less 
than other countries. There is no 
such thing as 'drainage' of brains. 
Take me for instance: although 1 
work in the United States. 1 keep 
in contact with my colleagues 
here. We exchange opinions, and 
keep ourselves informed about 
our respective work." 

Equally enthusiastic about the 
symposium was family physician . 
Dr. Samir Jumean, a Jordanian 
who emigrated to Canada, and 
attended the symposium on his 
own initiative. “1 am very impre- 
ssed," he said. "I have attended 
conventions the world over, in the 
United States. Italy, and as far as 
China. This is truly one of the best. 

1 am really impressed by the prog- 
ress made by the Jordan Medical 
Association, by this extremely 
well organised convention and the 
very up to date papers presented 
by the Jordanian doctors. One 
paper I especially liked was that 
on chest pain presented by. Dr. 
Yussef Qsous (cardiologist from 
the King Hussein Medical Centre) 
that dealt with the correlation 
between treadmill exercise testing 
and coronary angiography." 

The buzzing hall of the Pro- 
fessional Association Club build- 
ing was lined by numerous stands 
displaying pharmaceutical pro- 
ducts. medical equipment— ra- 
nging from syringes to heart 
monitors— and surgical instru- 
ments. There were video tapes 
demonstrating the use of newlv- 
devcioped surgical accessories 
and medical encyclopedias: there 
was even an Alia stand ready to 
book and confirm flights for the 
departing doctors. 

One stand working hard to get 
contributions w as that of the Jor- 
dan National Association for the 
mentally handicapped. Miss 
Nadia Nasser, nursing instructor 
at the Faculty of Nursing of the 
University of Jordan, and member 
of the association, remarked on 
the reluctance of doctors in gen- 
eral to part with their cash for 
the benefit of the mentally hand- 
icapped. The four-month old 
association is still in a developing 
stage, however, as its director. Dr. 
Hisham Nazcr. remarked. For 
success, financial or other- 
wise."vve shall have to wail and 
see." 

Hie success of the symposium. 
Dr. Abu Dahab stressed, is due to 
the coordinated efforts and sup- 
port of many parties, not least 
being the financial backing from 
the various pharmaceutical and 
medical equipment firms. Besides 
listening to the 58 papers pre- 
sented. attendants discussed— in 
and out of the lecture rooms— the 
various topics and how the infor- 
mation presented, could or could 
not be applied in Jordan. 

In Dr. Abu Dahab' s view, the 
achievements of the symposium 
were, first, that "we proved to 
ourselves as well as to outsiders 
the high standard of medicine in 
this part of the world: secondly, 
that we have learned a lot from the 
speakers: and thirdly, that we 
have discussed our problems with 
very emminent physicians and 
surgeons and enriched our know- 
ledge. Many of the guests have 
asked to be informed of any future 
symposium so the word can be 
spread among their colleagues 
back home."

Danish expertise helps 
make yoghurt in Jordan

AMMAN. -- They were selected 
because of their "experience in 
erecting datrlies m developing 
countries," Mr. Rajah AI Saad of 
the Industrial Development Bank 
in Amman said. The banker was 
(alking to the Jordan Times about 
Danish Turnkey Dairies A.-S who 
arc in the midst of setting up a 
modern dairy for Jordan Dairy 
Company, Ltd. (JDC) in Rus- 
seifeh. Mr. AI Saad is presently 
serving as managing director of 
JDC in addition to his banking 
commitments. 

This reporter recently toured 
ihe modem facility at Russeifch in 
the company of Mr. Niels 
Sk ji ddhorg. Others on the Danish 
management ream arc Soeren 
Wjiage. factory manager, Mr. 
Jocrgcn I verse n. assistant man- 
ager and Allan Andersen, a 
cheese expert who is here tem- 
porarily to help set up a new pro- 
cess. 

Danish Turnkey has the respon- 
sibility for training counterpans to 
their team. Mr. Asad Draz is Mr. 
Skjoldhorg’s counterpart: Mr. 
Marwan and Mr. Khalid are 
inspectors at the plant. Total stall' 
at the plant is now at 1 26 workers; 
at lull operation. Mr. AI Saad said, 
stall will be up to 135-14(1. 

JDC was formed in 1 96X but 
alter seven years reached a point 
beyond which they could not 
expand production. The hoard 
then decided to expand. JD 
620.t)IM.) was the annual sales max- 
imum possible with the old plant 
and equipment. Mr. A I Saad said. 

We are "practically doubling" 
gross sales, to JD 1.1 million in 
1979. he said. New products will 
also be added to JDCs line, 
including white cheese, processed 
cheese and ice cream. They should 
be on the shelves of Amman's 
markets in about a month. 

Mr. Skjuldborg is proud of the 
advances the JDC has made in 
Jordan's dairy product market. At 
present he has 22 delivery vans 
which service most of Jordan 
except lor the Jordan Valley. Two 
trucks deliver to Aqaba daily, 
though he has plans fora depot at 
Aqaba soon. 

When Mr. Skjoldborg came on 
the job in October 1 978, JDC ha.d 
about 30 per cent- of tlje yoghurt 
market in Jordan. Now. five 
months later, they have 60 per 
cent of the market and are aiming 
for 90 per cent. "Aqaba depends 
on us.” he added. 

The driver of each delivery- 
truck has an assistant, and works 
an eight hour day. They can make 
JD 80- KiO monthly depending on 
how much they sell. 

Concerning the ownership of 
JDC. Mr. Al Saad said that in 
1968 there were 91 shareholders, 
total shares being JD S2.000. Pre- 
sently there are 1.400 share- 
holders. about 50 per cent held by 
the private sector. The Industrial 
Development Bank holds about 
between 12-15 per eent own- 
ership in JDC with 117.000 
shares: others from the public sec- 
tor are the Pension Fund. Post 
Office Savings Fund, the Mun- 
icipality of Amman and the Minis- 
try of Finance. The private share- 
holders are, "typically small inves- 
tors.” Mr. Al Saad said. 

A major complaint by JDCs 
board of directors, has been the 
slowness with which the Ministry 
of Supply has gone about read- 
justing prices according to infla- 
tion rates. When farmers demand 
more money for their milk from 
JDC Mr. Al Saad said, that the 
company promises them higher 
prices as soon as the ministry 
allows JDC to charge more for its 
product. 

"It took them a very, very long 
time to adjust prices.” the man- 
aging director said of the ministry. 
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i flat with veranda, independent central

Apparently the issue has been 
under discussion since 1 1)74. 

About three and one-half 
tonnes of fresh milk come in daily 
to JDC from local farmers. Some 
of it is from the government dairy 
farm at Wadi Dhuleil. in addition 
for the yoghurt and labaneh pro- 
duction powdered milk is used. It 
is either imported, or bought on 
the local market in Jordan. JDC 
uses about 30-35 tonnes of pow- 
dered milk daily. 

Retail prices now are 75 fils for 
one half kilo of yoghurt, and 160 
fils for one litre of fresh milk. The 
farmer, according to Mr. Al Saad. 
gets I 1 0 fils for each litre of fresh 
milk he sells to JDC- 

JDC itself receives government 
sanctioned incentives according to 
the Law of Encouragement of 
investment passed by the Council 
of Ministers. As of the first day of 
1979 a nine-year tax holiday is 
available to JDC as are land tax. 
equipment duties and income tax 
exemptions. 

Following the route of the fresh 
milk as it comes into the plant for 
processing, firstly, it is filtered, 
then pasterurised. In this process 
it is heated to 82 degrees C, held 
there for 1 5 seconds, then cooled 
quickh to 2-3 degrees C. Thirdly, 
the milk is humogenised if for 
yoghurt, fresh milk or labaneh. if 
for cheese, it is not. The purpose 
of homogenisation is to mix the 
milk fat content so it does not 
separate from the milk. JDCs 
finished products have between 
3.0 and 5.3 per cent milk fat. 
according to the company . 

The milk for yoghurt then has 
the culture added to it and is incu- 
bated at 47 degrees C for three 
hours, labaneh is incubated for 6 
hours. The yoghurt and labaneh 
are pasteurised a second time then 
cooled. 

Three and a half kilos of yiilk 
produce one kilo of labaneh.' 

Before delivery the fresh milk, 
yoghurt and labaneh arc cooled to 
I -2 degrees C in the cooling room. 
All the pipes which carry milk or 
any of the products are cleaned 
with caustic soda solution, then a 
nitric acid solution and hoi water. 
The cleaning solutions are 
pumped through the pipe system 
from a basement room more than 
ten times a day. 

Plastic delivery crates, embla- 
zoned with JDCs green cow. are 
sent through a cleaning machine 
when they arriv e back at the plant. 

The green cow symbol was con- 
ceived through the efforts of Mr. 
Skjoldborg and Mr. Bo Bendixcn 
of the Danish company's staff. An 
all night session in a local hotel 
cafe were sufficient to come up 
with the catcliv design. Delivery- 
vans are being converted one by 
one to the new insignia. 

Daily laboratory' tests keep 
track of E-colt and K-coli . Mr. 
Skjoldborg explained that E-coli 
arc bacteria present in the human 
stomach and can contaminate 
food when food workers do no 
clean properly. E-coli is not 
allowable in dairy products. 
K-cc»li. present in the atmos- 
phere, is allowable to certain 
levels. 

Recently laboratory tests 
showed a hieh coli count in some 
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Laboratory’ tests on JDC products are curried out on the premises. 
Most of the workers on the 120 member work farce live in Marku, 
Zarqa and Russeifeh. 


yoghurt and the day's production 
was pulled out oi circulation. It 
was found later that the problem 
was not in the yoghurt, hut that a 
lab staff member had con- 
taminated the sample with his 


finger. 

JDC believes they arc going to 
be successful on Jordan's market 
due to their sanitary conditions 
and quuliiv ot products. Time will 
tell.

PARIS — A new breed of French 
hotel has sprung up in countries 
around the world to challenge the 
U.S. chains. French croups like 
Novote!. Meridien and PLM are 
still a long wav behind American 
giants such as Hilton. Inter- 
continental and Holiday Inn. but 
the French are now in second pos- 
ition as hoteliers to the world. 

There are at least ICO new 
French hotels outside France, 
offering a mixture of L'.S. 
architectural design and what 
Henri Marescot. chairman of the 
Air France Meridien chain, called 
“French taste". This has been 
defined by Marescot and other 
French hoteliers as French cuisine 
(both low -calorie nouvelle cuisine 
and the traditional heavier var- 
iety ). so called personalised 
breakfasts lor a prettier tray 
arrange mentj. perfumes in the 
rooms and staff in Paris haute cou- 
ture uniforms. 

Marescot held a marketing con- 
ference in Paris which resembled a 
fashion show. “Here is Charles, 
our new waiter is Rio." said the 
announcer. An elegant French- 
man in a beautifully cut uniform 
by Carve n glided past. 

Charles showed off not only the 
line of his beige two-piece suit but 
also the decorative display 
(Limoges plates and a red rose! on 
his tray. Next it was the turn of the 
girls from reception. Then the 
maids. 

Sir Charles Forte, the British 
hotel tycoon, has made major 
investments in foreign hotels, 
including some of the biggest in 


French hotel chains are expanding 
rapidly around the world. Their big 
selling point is the French atmosphere 
in their hotels~an effective counter to 
the anonymity of the American chains. . 


Paris, but he has not tried to : 
implant a national product around 
the world. What the French- are 
seeking to do is to prove that “la 
difference" counts inside modern 
hotels. There is a hotel boom in 
many countries, but perhaps the 
biggest is in the United States, 
where air travellers have to 
struggle for rooms. One result has 
been that standards of service 
have fallen off badly in many 
cities.. 

The Meurice. one of the top two . 
hotels in Paris, is planning a U25-- 
sryle copy in Houston. "The beds 
will be turned down as in Paris", 
said a Meurice executive. That is 
the sort of service Li.5. travellers 
are seeing less and less, although 
Georges Mosse of the Meurice 
might have been exaggerating 
when he said: “Many of the US. 
chains have run out of flair and 
imagination." 

French hoteliers admire the 
Hy an chain's style of architecture, 
with a large patio area in -the 
centre. When it comes to exterior 
appearance, they will bow com- 
pletely to American tastes, even to 
the extent of calling the Houston 
hotel the "Meurice Inn". The beds

NAIROBI, April 20 (R)-ligandan soldiers loyal to 
deposed president Idi Amin killed 150 civilians fle- 
eing to Kenya in lorries, the Standard newspaper 
said today. 


The newspaper quoted the 
chairman of the Anli-Amin 
Uganda liberation movement Mr. 
Anthonv Kiwunuka Mutamza- 
Goulu as saying the four lorries 
were ambushed five kilometres 
from the border town of Busia. 

He said guerrillas from his 
organisation escorting the 300 
civilians fought back. Two of the 
lorries, carrying 150 people, 
reached Kenya with bullet riddled 
t>rcs. he said. 

This is the latest report of killing 
by secret police and troops loyal to 
Amin m regions not yet reached 
b> the Tanzanian- Ugandan force 
which took Kampala last week. 

Mr. Mutamza-Goulu appealed 
to the provisional government of 
President Yusufu Lule to create a 
special task force to wipe out the 
remnants of Amin's forces. He 
also asked that United Nations 
troops be sent in to augment the 
government forces. 

He said Amin's followers, many 
of them members of his northern 
Kakwa tribe, were killing hun- 
dreds oi men. women and children 
in the northern and eastern areas 
not yet reached by government 
forces.

A Roman Catholic priest who 
fled to Kampala from the northern 
town of Lira said hundreds of 
bodies— people on a Final “death 
list" of Amin's state research 
bureau— lay rotting in fields and 
beside roads.

were killed, he said. 

Refugees told Kenyan reporters 
at the border that thousands more 
might die unless the Tanzanian- 
Ugandun army fighting for new 
President Yusufu Lule speeded its 
advance into east and north 
Uganda. 

Two columns pushing out from 
Kampala are moving at walking 
pace, short of transport and fuel. 

Government forces pushed out 
of Kampala two days ago on their 
advance to the east and north. 
Early today they were approach- 
ing the eastern industrial town of 
Jinja. site of a huge dam which 
provides almost all the country's 
electricty. 

Power and communications 
minister Akena FOjok said three 
days ago that a motorised flying 
coiumn had already secured the 
Owen Falls dam and power station 
on the Nile on the Kampala side of 
Jinja. 

The advance has been slow and 
methodical since the Tanzanian 
forces and Ugandan exiles crossed 
the border into southern Uganda 
from Tanzania late last year. 

Tanzanian and Ugandan offic- 
ers say their infantry warfare was 
totally effective against Amin's 
forces and Libyan troops sent in to 
help him. 

The Tanzanians are keeping the 
advance slow for fear ot over- 
extending their supply lines. But 
even if they wanted to spee.d up 
they are faced with a shortage of 
vehicles and fuel.

Lightning sinks tanker 
in Texas river, kills 1 


PORT ARTHUR. Texas. April 
20. (R) — A 60.000-ton tanker 
sank after being struck by light- 
ning w hile unloading oil in a Texas 
river late last night, the U S. Coast 
Guard said today. 

One of 33 crewmen aboard the 
Liberian tanker Sea Tiger was 
missing, presumed dead, and IS 
were injured when the lightning 
set off a series of explosions and a 
fire which sent the vessel to the 
bottom. 

Eight of the crew, ail believed to 
be Italians, escaped injury but the 
condition of six others was not 
immediately known, a Coast 
Guard spokesman said. 

The Coast Guard had originally 
identified the vessel as the Greek 
registered bulk carrier Sea Tiger 
and reported that there were three 
dead and more than 30 injured, 
including 3 number of dock work- 
ers. 

Its revised version was that the 
Liberian Sea Tiger was struck 
while unloading its oil at the 
Sunoco oil company docks bet- 
ween Nederland and port Neches 
on the fiver north of this south- 
eastern Texas port. 

The spokesman said 1.2V mil- 
lion gallons of the oil remained on 
board when the lightning 


struck— and was now leaking into 
the river^ 

He saidThe explosions and fire 
made a 10 toT6 ipetre hole in the 
Sea Tiger before it sank after 
being sprayed with foam by Coast 
Gurad boats. 

A nearby Japanese tanker was 
able to leave the area immediately 
after the first explosion aboard the 
Liberian vessel. 


NEW DELHI. April 20 
( R) — Deputy Prime Minister Jog- 
jivan Ram today turned down a 
strong demand in parliament for 
India to produce an atomic bomb 
to match neighbouring Pakistan's 
potential capacity to make nuclear 
weapons. 

Mr. Ram. who is also defence 
minister, said India's policy was 
not to manufacture nuclear arms 
and there was no need to change 
it. 

Earlier this month the Carter 
administration cut off all U.S. aid 
to Pakistan after receiving reports 
that Pakistan was secretly acquir- 
ing the means to produce enriched 
uranium which could be used in 
weapons. 

Mr. Ram's statement reiterated 
Prime Minister Morarji DesaPs 
opposition to nuclear arms, 
though his predecessor ’ Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi's government had 
detonated what it called 2 peaceful 
nuclear device. 

Mr. Ram. replying to a debate 
on an alleged arms build-up across 
India's borders, said neiahbourinc 


countries were building up their 
military capability. But there had 
been no unusual concentration? or 
movement of forces near India's 
borders recently, he added. 

The strongest demand for India 
to make nuclear weapons came 
from Mr. Ram* sown colleagues in 


the ruling Janata Party.

Extremists blast hole in Rome’s city hall 


ROME, April 20 (Rl - Extrem- 
ists today blasted a hole in the 
main entrance of Rome's historic 
capitol, designed by 
Michelangelo. Italian state radio 
called the bombing a "barbaric 
attack on civilisation. 

A powerful explosion smashed 
the First-floor door of the senator- 
ial palace, opening on to ornate 
steps above a beautiful fountain 
dominating the capitol's 16lh cen- 
tury square. 

Windows of two other palaces 
flanking the small square on a hill 
overlooking the Roman forum 
were all broken by the explosion, 
but no other damage was dis- 
covered. 

Experts said the damaged door 
could be repaired by putting 


together pieces of smashed mar- 
ble. 

Pro-communist Mayor Carlo 
Giulio Argan said the attack on 
the door, which leads into the 
municipal council, was “clearly 
fascist." 

“Michelangelo conceived St. 
Peter's as the religious centre of 
the city and the capitol as the civil 
centre." he added. 

“A clearly fascist attack has 
tried to strike at this symbol of 
institutions and culture, cele- 
brated throughout the world, to 
achieve greater publicity." 

By mid-morning, no claim of 
responsibility for the attack had 
been made. 

Firemen and! experts worked 
through the night after the blast. 


which occurred shoniy after mid- 
night. and at mid-morning were 
checking cornices, statues, ledges 
and other decorations of the three 
palaces on the square. 

Tourists, who usually throng the 
square, were kept away. 

Extremists also struck at targets 
in Rome. Venice, Naples and 
Milan last night. 

In Rome. 20- Year-old com- 
munist Giro Principe ssa died after 
being stabbed outside a party 
office. 

In Naples, fire bombs were 
thrown at the city headquarters of 
the leading Christian Democratic 
Party and” an anonymous tele- 
phone caller told the news agency 
Ansa afterwards that the "armed 


squads for communism" were 
responsible. 

In Milan, unknown extremists 
set oft' a time bomb outside the 
offices of the “Bob Kennedy" sec- 
tion of the Christian Democratic 
Party there. Both attacks caused 
minor damage. 

In Marghera, dose to Venice, 
extremist- tried to set fire to the 
office of the Artisans' Association 
but firemen stopped the blaze 
before it caused serious damage. 

Yesterday , extremists shot and 
killed a member of the political 
branch of Milan's police. 

The current resurgence of 
extremist violence has been linked 
by some analysts to the forth- 
coming general election here.

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China’s ‘drop-outs’ join underground world 


China's problems with her " drop-out " 
youth have opened up a view of the other 
side of Utopia. The young people who 
reject life on a communal farm are con- 
demned to join the city underground 
world-living with gamblers , prostitutes 
and petty criminals .

PEKING— China's press has 
talked with remarkable openness 
since Deng Xiaoping returned to 
power. This has given Western 
observers a rare glimpse inside the 
world's vastest "socialist 
utopia’’— a utopia now admitted to 
contain unemployment, gambling, 
prostitution, vagrancy, serious 
juvenile crime and black- 
marketeering. 

These social maladies— usually 
portrayed as symptoms of capital- 
ist corruption and decline— have 
been discussed in unprecedented 
detail in the Chinese media in 
recent months. 

Much of the debate has focused 
on Shanghai, China's biggest and 
most sophisticated city, and in par- 
ticular on the bizarre events of the 
night of Feb. 5. 

Chinese newspapers reported 
that at least 5,000 people stormed 
Shanghai's main railway station, 
halting rail traffic for almost 24 
hours and stranding an estimated 

80.000 passengers. Trains were 
smashed, causing millions of dol- 
lars' worth of damage. 

Demonstrators marched 
through the city, cutting power 
fines, looting shops and stopping 


traffic as they converged to 
besiege the municipality’s 
employment office. 

This riot highlights the cumula- 
tive failings of employment policy 
in China during the past two 
decades. 

Since the early 1960s (and the 
Cultural Revolution), the Chinese - 
Government has sent many 
urban-educated school leavers to 
work on communes in distant and 
comparatively backward pro- 
vinces. At its peak, an estimated 
16 million Chinese youngsters 
from the cities were working in the 
countryside. The present total is 
estimated at ten million. 

This policy served both ideolog- 
ical and pragmatic purposes. First, 
it kept the urban population under 
control; then it helped to raise the 
status and dignity of manual 
farmwork at a time when the gov- 
ernment urgently needed to boost 
agricultural production. It also 
diluted the damour for more dty 
jobs, when China’s urban and 
industrial development could not 
provide them, and it put a check 
on the politically volatile Red 
Guards. 

Many school leavers, inspired 
by the call to do their bit for 
“socialist reconstruction”, went 


willingly to the countryside. But in 
the past year it has become evi- 
dent that opposition to rural job 
assignments is burgeoning. 

Many simply found it imposs- 
ible, to adjust to gruelling com- 
mune life. Others reported appal - 
ling living conditions, mal- 
treatment and corruption. But 
perhaps most daunting was the 
gradual realisation that the gov- 
ernment has no intention of per- 
mitting many of them to return to 
the cities where they were born 
and where their families still lived. 

It is no coincidence that the Feb. 
5 uprising in Shanghai occurred 
during the Spring Festival, the 
traditional Chinese new year. 
Several hundred thousand Shan- 
ghai youngsters returned from the 
countryside to spend the Festival 
holiday with their families. Many 
had vowed never to return. They 
converged on the Shanghai 
employment office demanding 
city jobs. 

But these unhappy returnees 
alone could not have mounted 
such a massive and disruptive 
demonstration. Large gangs 
already active in Shanghai were 
quickly mobilised to give direction 
to the day’s protests. 

Shanghai evidently has a large 
“underground” population. Vag- 
rant gangs survive by a com- 
bination of petty crime, odd jobs, 
gambling and black-market trad- 
ing. This “underground” has 
grown up as youngsters have 
escaped from rural communes and 
have slipped illegally back into the 
city. 

Without work or residence 
permits, these youths are not elig- 
ible for ration cards. The only way 
they can survive is by resorting to 
semi-legal or illegal activities. 

A wail poster in Peking recently 
claimed that girls had resorted to 


prostitution because they could 
find no alternative way of sur- 
viving. Peking authorities have 
just opened seven “part-work, 
part-study schools" for juvenile 
delinquents— part of a crackdown 
on crime initiated last October. 

Some gangs have formed them- 
selves into unofficial co- 
operatives and have been able to 
carve out a relatively stable niche 
in Shanghai's industrial com- 
munity. The Peking Daily wrote 
recently of 900 Shanghai youths 
who had formed a collectively- 
owned odd job company. It has 
reportedly built up profits of 

30.000 Yuan-about SI 8.000. 

Until recently, complaints 

about poor living and working 
conditions and ill-treatment in the 
communes were scorned by 
China's leadership as evidence of 
“soft” urban youngsters not being 
able to cope with the arduous and 
menial work allotted to them. But 
recent revelations about work 
conditions in a commune in the 
south-western border province of 
Yunnan have forced them to think 
afresh. 

A bedraggled "delegation” 
travelled to Peking to report that 

50.000 of their colleagues had 
gone on strike in protest against 
abject working conditions. A sub- 
sequent inquiry upheld their com- 
plaints and the commune lead- 
ership got a hefty whack over the 
knuckles. This case lent legitimacy 
to other complaints, and was 
probably a catalyst for the Spring 
Festival protests in Shanghai. 

The authorities nonetheless 
face a dilemma. Shanghai, like 
China’s ocher major cities, is 
chronically overpopulated, with 
jobs in extremely short supply. A 
campaign has been mounted to 
persuade older workers to retire 
early— a scheme which should

release about 100,000 jobs. Mun- 
icipal authorities have launched 
“job creation” schemes. 

The New China News Agency 
announced at the end of February 
that over 20,000 youths— mainly 
in Shanghai, Peking and 
Tianjin— had been put to work in 
service companies, “helping on 
building projects and housing 
repairs". Vocational schools and 
training classes have also been 
opened, presumably to get some 
of the unemployed off the streets. 

But, given the scale of the prob- 
lem, only a small proportion of 
those pressing for city jobs hope to 
get them. So the authorities have 
at the same time launched a cam- 
paign to woo the unfortunate 
majority back to the countryside. 

Commune leaders have been 
told to improve work conditions, 
and an effort is being made to nar- 
row the gap between standards of 


living in the cities and in the coun- 
tryside. 

For those who cannot face 
either the prospect of unending 
manual toil in a rural commune or 
that of a furtive illegal existence i 
on the edge of one of China's ' 
cities, there is a third choice: 
escape to Hong Kong. 

Approximately 36,000 refugees 
have crossed into Hong Kong 
since the beginning of 1979—20 
per cent of them illegally. This is 
about four times the number of 
refugees recorded in the same 
period last year. 

There is every indication that 
the flow of refugees will increase 
steadily until the new Chinese 
Government comes to grips with 
its twin problems of urban unem- 
ployment and rural poverty. 
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
